S.R.O. 3120. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
23 of the Himachal Pradesh and Bilaspur (New State) Act, 1954 
(No. XXXII of 1954), read with clauses (a) and (b) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 8 of the Delimitation Commission Act, 
1952 (LXXNI of T952), hereinafter referred to as the “ said Act ” 
the Delimitation Commission hereby publishes its proposals 
for the amendment of its Final Order No. 1, dated the 
17th July, 1953, m respect of the determination of numbers of 
seats to be assigned to the Flimachal Pradesh (New State) in the 
House of the People and the number of seats, if any to be reserved 
therein for the Scheduled Castes and for the Scheduled Tribes of 
that State, in accordance with the provisions of sub-section (1) 
of section 8 of the said Act ; and its proposals for the amend¬ 
ment of its Final Order No. 5, dated the 21st December, 1953, 
in respect of the distribution of the seats allotted to the New State 
in the House of the People and the scats allotted to the Legislative 
Assembly of the New State by sub-section (2) of section 12 of the 
Himachal Pradesh (New State) Act, 1954, to territorial cons¬ 
tituencies and the delimitation thereof in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-section (2) of section 8 of the said Act ; and 
specifies the 16th October, 1954, as the date on or after which the 
proposals will be further considered by it. 
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Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission. 
(No. 2, Prithvi Raj Road, New Delhi) before the said date. 
It would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 

The Commission will hold a public sitting at Bhakra, on 
Thursday, the 2 1st October, 1954, at 11 a. m., when it will further 
consider these proposals for amendment and the objections and 
suggestions received by it on or before the 16th October, 1954.
